Gen. Black Asserts the 
City May Handicap 
Own Future. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D, C., Aug. 4.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—Details of the hearing of July 
24 and 25 before the house committee 
on the merchant marine and fisheriés 
in the congressional inquiry into the 
operations of the United States ship- 
ping board, that vitally affect the ‘fu- 
ture of Chicago’s water frint, are 
available. 

It has not been possible heretofore 
to obtain the text of the statement 
made by Maj. Gen. William S. Black, 
chief of engineers of the United States 
army and chairman of the shipping 
board's commission on port facilities. 

Gen. Black’s testimony will be of 
prime importance as affecting the fu 
ture plans that may be pursued by the 
government with relation to making 
Chicago a great seaport. In brief, 
he opposes the lake front-south shore 
plan, just adopted by the Chicago city 
council, as giving inadequate facilities 
to Chicdgo’s future water commerce. 

Feared by Eastern Politicians. 

It is a bone of contention among 
eastern politicians as to whether the 
government’s projected deep sea canal 
to conpect the great lakes with the 


waterway by the St. Lawrence valley 


Erie canal route to Troy and Albany, 
N. Y., and thence find its outlet to thr 
sea by means of a deepened channel ii 
the Hudson. 

, This latter route more ac- 
ceptable to the New York interests, 
headed by Senator Calder of New York,

If the St. Lawrence route is chosen 
it is feared by the easterners that, 
with the ocean traffic not touching 
New York, Chicago will become the 
greatest city of the world betause of 
its large number of railroad lines and 
strategic commercial situation. 

However, the first point is to inquire 
into port and terminal facilities on the 
great lakes. Before the lakes’ and 
the Atlantic are connected for trans- 
ocean freight and passenger traffic 
there must be a certainty there is- 
something with which the Atlantic 
lanes can be connected. In other 
words, there must be adequate port 
and freight handling facilities on the 


great lakes. 
Chicago Lacking Foresight? 
The army engineers seem to feel that 
the municipal authorities of Chicago, 
in * planning their ambitious water 
front park improvements, have not 
sufficiently considered the future of 
Chicago as a seaport. This is made 
apparent by Gen. Black’s testimony as 
the chairman of the port facilities 
commission of the shipping board. 
Gen. Black introduced the subject by 
declaring the port of Chicago was, “or 
used to be, the second commercial city 
of the United States.” He then pro- 


“Tt used té have a large commerce. 
Tt owes its growth and prosperity to 
the fact of its loc&tion at the end of 
the chain of great lakes, farthest in- 
land for deep fresh water navigation in 
the United States, and its junction 
there with the railroads.

_ Washington, D. C., Aug. 4—War de- 
partment recommendation for a sys- 
tem of universal military training of 
thrée months for all eligible youths in 
their nineteenth year was presented by 
Secretary Baker today to the senate 
and house military committees for 
their guidance in determining the per- 


manent military policy of the nation. 


The proposal is contained in a bill 
prepared by the general staff of the 
army at the secretary’s direction. In 


‘transmitting the bill, Secretary Bake 


said that Gen. Pershing had not been | 
consulted and the plan was tentative 


to that extent.

Yearly Reserve 600,000 Men. 


For training purposes only youths 
in their nineteenth year would be 
called to the colors for a three month 
period, to be attached to regular divi- 


sions for that time. It is estimated 


that this would provide an annual 


class of 600,000 men to be given inten- 


sive military instruction, stripped of 


all vocational or other educational fea- 
tures. 

For two years after training the 
youths would be required to submit 
certain reports giving their addresses, 
changes in status as to dependents, 
physical condition, etc. In the event 
of war all men of this status would be 
called to the colors. — 


National Guard’s Status. 

No mention of the national guard is 
made in the bill, but in his letter -Sec- 
retary Baker said he assumed that the 
national defense act would be contin- 
ued in force, making the guard subject 
to federalization for war. 

One feature of the universa] train- 
ng plan of the department is complete 
federalization of the registration and 
induction machinery. Local and ap- 
peal boards would be created as during 
the war, except that compensation at 
$10 a day is provided for board officials, 
but no mention is made of employing 
tate officials or agencies in carrying 
the project.

REINSTATEMENT. 
Chicago, Aug. 1.—[Friepd of the Sol- 
dier.]—I was discharged from the army 
on June 21, 1919, and have since allowed 
my insurance to lapse. I do want to keep 
it up and would like to know if it is too 
late. To whom should I send the pay- 
ments? How should I go about the mat- 
ter? G. R. 
The decision of the treasury of July 25, 
1919, provides that all discharged soldiers, 
sailors, and marines, who have allowed their 
insurance to lapse, may reinstate it within 
eighteen months after discharge without pay- 
ing the back premiums. Pay the premium 
on the amount of insurance to be reinstated 
for thé month of grace in which you were 
covered by the insurance, and also for this 
current month. 
Make the check or money order payable to 
the United States treasurer, and send it to the 
disbursing clerk, bureau of war risk insur- 
ance, treasury department, Washington, D. C, 
Give you full name, address, your army ser- 
{al number, insurance certificate numbef, date 
of discharge and name of the beneficiary. 
The decision stipulates that the man apply- 
ing for such reinstatement must be in as good 
health as at the time of discharge.

HOW THEY FEEL IN SIBERIA. 
WITH THE A. E. F., VLADIVOSTOK, 
SIBERIA, June 22.—[Editor of The Trib- 
‘une.]—I wish to bring to your attention 
a subject which, I believe, is of vital 
interest to many Chicago people, to- 
gether with many others. 

The situation of the national army 
men, of which there are some 5,000, in 
the American forces in Siberia, appears 
to be little, if at all, understood in 
the United States. There has been 
a smail amount of discussion, mainly 
on the question of policy, especially re- 
cently, of the Siberian expedition, but 
as a general proposition there appar- 
ently is no such understanding of the 
things here as is necessary to intelli- 
gently consider our position, much less 
to furnish a basis for any definite pub- 
lic opinion and interest in things over 
here. We have been hoping as time 
went on that ultimately there would 
develop among the people at home some 
degree of public attention in our direc- 
tion, making its force felt on this ex- 
pedition, as it always does on a situation 
which becomes of public interest. 

What I wish to point out to you, as 
plainly as possible, is the simple fact, 
but all important to us, that the national 
army men of this expedition want to be 
immediately replaced and returned home. 
In view of the definite position recently 
taken by the administration on the pol- 
icy of having an expedition in Siberia, 
we believe it is, just now at least, a 
grievous waste of time to have a pro- 
longed discussion over that question. 
meanwhile keeping us here and delay- 
ing our return while foreign policies are 
debated. 

We have been here nearly a year: 
we have had practically no knowledge 
of why we were sent here; we had lit- 
tle desire to come in the first place; and 
have now for some months past felt 
that we were entitled to be returned to 
the United States. The feeling among 
the men is much the same as it was 
with the men-at Archangel. While cir- 
cumstances here have not operated in 
such a way as to bring about a serious 
mutiny, I can assure you that the e 
general discouragement; the growing 
feeling of injustice at the treatment ac- 
corded men over here; the strong re- 
sentment inevitable in such a situation; 
in fact, the whole attitude of the men 
here is no less strong than it was at 
Archangel, and it is just as any self- 
respecting American citizen would feel 
under similar qycumstances, 

The war department, in commenting 
upon the incident at Archangel, stated 
that it was “the first time American 
soldiers had ever refused to advance 
when ordered.” But, I submit, it is con- 
ceiv@ble, especially so in the mysterious 
handling of tge Russian question, that 
ci may arise, even in the 
United States army, where the tradi- 
tional American spirit may unexpectedly
